Washington, Dec. 22 (A5) — 
Silver coinage today was com­ 
manded by President Roosevelt 
in a sudden expansion of his 
monetary plans for lifting com­ 
modity prices. 
s 
By proclamation, he opened 
federal m ints to newly-mined 
silver in a program estimated to 
push the m etal’s price from 
around 43 to 64 
l / 2 
cents aji 
ounce, add millions to the na­ 
tion’s mining wealth and spur 
exports to silver-using countries. 
Silver produced domestically 
from today until December 31, 
19 37, will be accepted by the 
mints. Half will be coined and 
returned in dollars to the pro­ 
ducer, half surrendered to the 
government and held in reserve. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s proclamation 
formally 
ratified 
the London 
silver agreement by which it was 
understood the United States 
would absorb annually at least 
24,421,410 ounces of its silver 
production, approximately the 
19 32 output. 
Simultaneously with promul­ 
gation of silver coinage, the ad­ 
m inistration evidenced anew its 
intention" to continue gold buy­ 
ing. The RFC increased funds 
set aside for such purchases 
from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 
and disclosed 507,485 ounces had 
ben acquired domestically for 
$16,9 76,000. Thus the weight of 
both gold and silver will go on 
the Roosevelt lever under com­ 
modity prices. 
A hint of other moves to come 
in the government’s m arch to­ 
ward a commodity dollar was 
contained i*i 
\ hi s 
paragraph of 
the presidential proclamation: 
‘‘The present ratio in weight 
and fineness of the silver dollar 
to the gold dollar shall, for the 
purpose of this proclamation, be 
m aintained until changed by 
further order or proclomation.” 
The President’s order, intend­ 
ed to boost silver’s m ark et worth 
to half the legal value of $1.29 
an ounce, was issued by author­ 
ity of the inflationary powers

Australia, Canada, Mex ico, Pe­ 
ru and the United States agreed 
to absorb 35,000,000 ounces of 
silver annually for four years. 
China agreed to prohibit sales of 
silver derived from m elting up 
or debasing coins, India to lim it 
such sales to 35,000,000 ounces 
annually and Aspin to 5,000,000. 
The President said India al­ 
ready has put the agreem ent in­ 
to effect and “I understand o th­ 
er nations concerned are about 
to act.” 
Mr. Roosevelt said be took the 
joint step of ratification and 
coinage, ‘‘Finding it proper to 
cooperate w ith other 
govern­ 
m ents and necessary to assist in 
increasing and stabilizing do­ 
mestic prices. To augm ent the 
purchasing power of peoples in 
silver-using countries, to protect 
our foreign commerce against 
the adverse effect of depreciated 
foreign currencies and to carry 
out the understanding between 
the 66 governm ent tha t adopted 
th^ resolution hereinbefore re­ 
ferred to.” 
P ittm an held the President’s 
action “undoubtedly will stabil­ 
ize the price of silver through­ 
out the world at 64 
y 2 cents an 
ounce until some other action 
is tak en to raise it to a higher 
price,” 
“It will enormously increase 
our ex port trade to these (silver- 
using) countries,” Pittm an said. 
“This of course will aid in rais­ 
ing commodity prices and tend 
greatly to our recovery and has­ 
ten the return of norm al con­ 
ditions.”
